The workmen refused to listen to these 
appeals which were received with shouts 
of “Enough! Enough!” 

The social democrats were thoroughlv 
discomfited. After their departure the 
meeting procéeded to dfscuss the organ- 
ization of monster unions, which, it was 
decided, will be formed in accordance 
with plans outlined by Father Gapon at 
& previous’ meeting. , 

Several of the speakers clamored for 
amnesty for Father Gapon, and a depu- 
tation was appointed @o wait on Count

Chairman of Commerce Com- 
mittee Talks on Message, 


| 


Thinks President Did Not Intend To 
Vest in Comnftttee Arbitrary — 
and Uncontrolled 
Power to Fix 
Rates. 


Washington, December 5.—Senator Ei- 
kins, chairman of the committee on in- 
terstate commerce, after reading ‘the 
president’s message today, made the fol- | 
lowing statement regarding railroad rate 
legislation: 

“As I understand it, the president does 
not desire to vest in the committee ar- 
bitrary and uncontrolled power to fix 
rates. He has repeatedly stated that the | 


action of the committee in fixing a rate | 


should be subject to review by the | 
courts, and that the railroad companies 
Should be furnished legal protection 
against any injustice. 

“That being the case, a law giving to 
the commission power to fix rates should | 
not be drawn in such manner as to give 
the cormmmnission purely legislative | 
discretion in fixing rates. It shoul4é 
give to the commission power to 
and exisiting rates only if the 
existing rate be unreasonable or other- 
wise in violation of the interstate com- 
merce acts, and it should give to the 


is unreasonable or otherwise unlawful | 
only to the extent that such change may 
6 necessary, in order to remove the 
unreasonableness or other irregularity of 
the rate.

Power to Reduce Rate. 

“In other words, it should only give | 
to the commission power to reduce a 
rate to the maximum that would be rea- | 
sonable and lawful! if originally tmposed | 
by the railroad company. A statute can | 
be drawn to effect this result. If those 
who advocate vesting in the Interstate 
commerce comjnission the power to fix 
rates are in good faith seeking to carrv 
out the poligy of the president, they 
should be lling to accept a statr*- 
giving to the commission power to fix 
rates substantially in the following 
terms: 

“Whenever any rate, fare or charge 
fixed by any common carrier for any ser- 
vice shall be unreasonable or unjustly 
discriminatory or otherwise in violation 
of any provision of the act approved 
February 4, i887, entitled ‘an act to 
regulate commerce,’ or an act ammenda- 
tory thereof, the timterstate commerce 
commission shall have power, after in- 
vestigating the facts and hearing the 
parties affected, to make an order modi- 
fying such rate, fare or charge, so far 
as may be necessary in order to remove 
the unreasonableness, unjust discrimina- 
‘tion or other legality thereof, and such 
order shall take effect at the expiration 
of such time as the committee shall pre- 
scribe not less than —— days after pub- 
lication thereof. 

May Review Order. 

“Any party affected by such order shall 
be entitled to institute a proceeding wo 
review such order in the circuit court of 
States for any district, 


may run, and if the court in such pro- 
ceeding shall find that the rate fixed 
by such carrier was not unreasonable, 
unjustly discriminatory or unlawful, it 
shall enter a decree setting aside such 
orders, but if the court shall find that 
such order modified the rate, fare or 
charge fixed by the carrier, either more 
or less than was necessary in order to 
remove the unreasonableness, unjust dis- 
orimination or other illegality of such 
rate, free of charge, then the court, by 
its decree, may modify and correct suca 
order, accordingly.”’

hesitate to follow the path which leads 
toward righteousness, even though that 
path also leads to war. There are 
‘demagogues of peace just as there are 
demagogues of war, and in any such 
movement as this for The Hague confer- 
ence it is essential not to be mislead by 
one set of extremists any more than by) 
the other. Whenever it is possible for 
a nation or an individual to work fo 
real peace, assuredly it js failure of 
duty not so to strive; but if war is nec. 
essary and righteous then either the 
man Or the nation shrinking from it 
forfeits all title to self-respect. As the 
world is now, only that nation is €qulp- 
|ped for peace that knows how to fight 
and that will not shrink from fighting 
if ever the conditions become such that 
war is demanded in the name of the 
highest morality. 

“But while recognizing most clearly 
}all above set forth, it remains our clear 
uty to strive in every practicabie way 
to Oring nearer the time when tine

“One of the most effective instruments 
| for peace is the Monroe doctrine as it

“he western hemisphere and in Biving tv 
each nation thereon the chance to devei- 
Op along its Own lings. If we had refused 
to appay the doctrine to changing con 
ditions it would now be compietely ou 

worn, would not meet any or the needs 
of the present day, and. indeed, woutd 
probably by this time have sunk into 
Complete oObliviion. It is useful at home 
and is meeting wiih rec ignition abroad 
because we have adapted our application 
of it to meet the growing and changing 
needs of the hemisphere. When we 
announce a& policy, such as the Monroe 
|doctrine. we thereby commit ourselves 
to the consequences of the policy. and 
those consequences from time to time 
aiter. It is out of the question to claim 
right and yet shirk the responsibirits 
{ur its exercise. Not only we, but al! 
American republics who are benefited 
' DY the exis.ence of the doctrine, must 
recognize the obligations each nation is 
| under as regards toreign peoples no less 
(nen its duty to insist upon its own

“All that this country desires is that 
| the other republics on this continent shal] 
be Pappy and prosperous; and they can

for their obligations toward outsiders. 
It must be understcod that under no 
circumstances wil] the United States use 
the Monroe doctrine as a cloak for ter- 
Titorla| aggression.

‘Moreover, we must make it evident 
we do not intend to permit the

army and the navy. We now have a very 
small army—indeed, one weil nigh infin- 


ftesimal when compared with the army | 
‘kind of tmmigration should be properly 


of any other large nation. Of course the 
army we do have should be as nearly 
perfect of its kind and for its size as is 
possible. I do not believe that any army 
in the world has a better average of 
€nlisted man Or a better type of junior 
officer; but the army should be trained 
to act effectively in a mass. Provision 
should be made by sufficient appropria- 
tions for maneuvers of a practica] kind 
so that the troops may learn how to take 
@eare of themselves under actual service 
“conditions. The number of posts in 
which the army ig kept in time of peace 
should be materially diminished and the 
osts that are left made correspondingly 
arger. No loca] interests should be al- 
lowed to stand in the way of assembling 
the greater part of the troops which 
yrould at need form our field armies in

Probably 
the result would be attained by adding a 
single battleship to our navy each year, 
the superseded or outworn vessels being 
laid up or broken up as they are thus 
replaced. There is urgent need of pro- 
viding a large increase in the number of 
officers, and especially in the number of 
enlisted men. We need additional sea- 
men; we need a- large store of reserve 
guns; we need sufficient money for am-
